NEW YORK AP — The stock 
market has shrunk by IO billion 
dollars since the industrial aver­ 
age achieved a record high on 
April 0, a United Press tabulation 
showed today. 
That decline has been spread 
over 33 sessions with declines in 
23 and advances in IO for the in 
dustrials. 
Rails have fared bet­ 
ter with declines in 16 and ad­ 
vances hi 17. 
It has been a prolonged reces­ 
sion in prices stemming from 
many adverse factors, according 
to the market experts. 
Recently, some business leader 
statements veering away from the 
usual optimism have accelerated I 
the decline. 
Here are the things the market ! 
men list as adverse: 
A decline m automobile output. ; 
Harlow H. Curtice, president of j 
General Motors Corp., revised a 
former estimate of 6Mi million , 
cars for this year down to 5,800,- I 
OOO. He attributed the drop to tight1 
money. 
Tight money is seen as a top 
ranking cause of market difficulty, 
not that there is any need of credit 
in this near-cash market, but the 
market suffers when business can­ 
not meets its demands in the mon­ 
ey market. 
A decline in new housing starts 
and a falling off in business for 
the makers of farm 
equipment

Senate Group 
Asks Ouster of 
Soviet Delegate 


WASHINGTON (IP —The Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee to­ 
day formally called for the ouster 
of Soviet U. N. delegate Arkady 
A. Sobolev for his part in the re- 
defection of five Russian refugee 
sailors. 
The subcommittee also called for 
ouster of Konstantin Ekimov. first 
secretary of the Russian U. N. del­ 
egation. 
In a formal report on its investi­ 
gation of the sailor incident, the 
subcommittee called on the State 
Department to demand recall of 
the two diplomats. 
The State Department last month 
expelled two lesser members of 
the Soviet U. N. delegation—third 
Secretary Nikolai Turkin and At­ 
tache Aleksandr K. Guryanov — 
for 
“particularly 
objectionable” 
acts in connection with return of 
the sailors. 
The department also indirectly 
rebuked Sobolev and his staff for 
intervening to bring about the sail­ 
ors’ departure. But it did not de­ 
mand Sobolev’s recall. 
The five Soviet 
sailors along 
with four others were 
granted 
asylum ih the United States after 
their ship was captured by the 
Chinese Nationalists in 1954. Three 
of the four sailors who remained 
in the United States told the sub­ 
committee they believed coercion 
was used on their comrades to get 
them to redefect. Other witnesses 
agreed. 


White House Aide 
Sorry for Right 
To Suffer Remark 


WASHINGTON UFI — Howard 
Pyle, administrative assistant to 
President Eisenhower, apologized 
Wednesday night for his Detroit 
remark that “The right to suffer 
is one of the joys of a free econ­ 
omy.” 
Pyle, who said he made the 
“off-hand” and “informal” com­ 
ment to reporters in unemploy­ 
ment-plagued Detroit last 
Mon­ 
day, apologized to “anyone who 
might nave been offended.” 
Assistant Presidential News Sec­ 
retary Murray Snyder handed re­ 
porters Pyle’s statement shortly 
after the White House received a 
telegram of protest from 
AFL- 
CIO Vice 
President Walter P. 
Reuther. 
Reuther said Pyle’s remark was 
akin to Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson’s famous “bird 
dog” story. 
Reuther also said 
Pyle had been guilty of “callous 
facetiousness” in discussing un­ 
employment while in Detroit for a 
meeting of Republican women. 
Pyle, former GOP governor of 
Arizona, said the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration 
is 
“very actively 
concerned” over the fact that De­ 
troit 
is having 
unemployment 
problems. 
Reuther, president of the United 
Auto Workers Union, told Mr. Ei­ 
senhower that Pyle told the De­ 
troit reporters: 
“The right to suffer is one of 
the joys of a free economy, just 
as the right to prosper is. But 
Michigan will come out of it just 
as the farmers are doing now.” 
“UAW members who are laid 
off,” Reuther said, “find it diffi­ 
cult to smile at a remark terming 
the right to suffer as a joy, re­ 
gardless of how facetiously such 
a statement might have been 
meant. 
“It understandably recalls 
to 
them another presidential spokes­ 
man who two years ago compared 
I a id-off workers here to bird dogs 
and kennel dogs! 
He referred to Wilson’s remark 
that “bird dogs” will go out and 
look for food while “kennel dogs” 
are prone to sit at home and be 
fed. 
The defense secretary also 
apologized for his statement.

Legislator Attacks, CIPS Official 
Defends Electric Power Rates 


Harrisburg Nat'l Bank 
Displays Merchandise 
Items from Local Firms 


HERRIN, 111. (EE)—A state rep­ 
resentative 
charged 
Wednesday 
night that electric power rates are 
too high in southern Illinois, and a 
power company official replied that 
his company’s return on its invest­ 
ment now is less than it was in 
1949. 
Rep. Bert Baker (D-Benton) said 
at a meeting of the Southern Illi­ 
nois Mayors Assn. that rates of the 
Central Illinois Public Service Co. 
are higher than the average in any 
state in the Union. 
He said GIPS charges $9.34 per 
250 kilowatt hours for residential 
service, compared with the Illinois 
state average of $7.22. 
Baker said a Federal Power Com­ 
mission study showed southern Illi­ 
nois power rates are higher than 
the average rate in all 48 states. 
Baker said he will call for a leg­ 
islative investigation of power rates 
in the area. 
He also recommend­ 
ed that southern Illinois cities con­ 
sider the possibility of joining to­ 
gether to construct power plants 
to serve several cities. 
He said 
cities individually could not pro­ 
vide plants to compete with private 
utilities. 
W. A. Luecke, Marion, GIPS 
southern division superintendent, 
said the Illinois Commerce Com­ 
mission authorized a 5.9 per cent 
return on the company’s invest­ 
ment. 
But he said income per 
kilowatt hour is less now than it 
was in 1949 despite a 1954 rate 
increase. 


Luecke said southern 
Illinois 
ower rates are the result of many 
actors. 
One of these, he said, is 
that only two CIPS distribution 
plants have a demand for more 
than 10,000 kilowatt hours of pow­ 
er. 
He said CIPS rates have not dis­ 
couraged industrial development 
in southern Illinois. 
State Rep. Paul Powell (D-Vien- 
na), who earlier this year charged 
that lack of power discouraged lo­ 
cation of new industry in southern 
Illinois, told the meeting he has 
learned there is no power shortage 
for new industry.

It Over

The broad interests of some peo­ 
ple amaze us. 
We are more than a little sur­ 
prised at the clergyman who knows 
jazz music and its proponents. The 
jockey who knows art is a phen­ 
omenon. 
The ship captain who 
does needlepoint appears incongru­ 
ous as does the psychologist who 
knows pugilism. 
The knowledge of these people 
is entertaining, but the real reason 
for our amazement is that most 
of us know so little. 
We live in 
small little worlds and confine our 
interests to really trivial things. 
We envy the person who has tra ­ 
velled and who remembers what 
he has seen. 
We couM cease to live circum ­ 
scribed lives if we were to spend 
a few minutes a day studying some 
subject beyond the limits of our 
routine activities. 
We might never win a quiz pro­ 
gram and we might never receive 
public acclaim. 
But 
we

better serve man and God if we 
broadened our horizons to the point 
that we could listen intelligently to 
other people. 
After all, one of man’s greatest 
spiritual and social responsibilities 
is to help other people. 
We can 
help people more by listening to 
them than by talking to them. God 
does more listening than talking. 
Most of us do not give Him 
much chance to talk to us. 
When 
we pray we do all the talking and 
as soon as we are through talking 
we turn our attention to other in­ 
terests.
